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_ It Is Appointed Unto Man Once 
To Die 

I have heard of some who think 
there is a place in the Christian life 
that we can come to and defy death; 
in other words, that we shall never 
die. They use the statement that Jesus 
made to Martha when He said, “Who- 
soever liveth and believeth in me shall 
never die.” They grab this verse and 
form the conclusion that if they can 
only believe just as the Lord would 
have them believe they shall never die 
the physical death. They even go far 
enough to say that if any of their 
members should die it is a sign they 
have backslidden. Poor Paul, you must 
have made a mistake when you said, 
“Henceforth there is laid up for me a 
crown of righteousness.” Paul said 
that he had kept the faith, also he 
showed that he lived a holy and un- 
blamable life in the sight of God and 
man. No one but those ignorant of the 
Word of God would make such state- 
ments as this, “We shall never die, if 
we only believe we shall never die,” etc. 

It is true that Jesus made this 
statement to Martha, but the question 
is, did He mean to convey the thought 
to her that she could, by a certain de- 
gree of faith, be able to defy death 
and live forever? I say, “No, He did 
not.” Here is the thought and mean- 
ing: First I will say that, “It is ap- 
pointed unto men once to die,” Heb. 
9:27. Paul said it was better for him 
to die, and that for him to die was 
gain. Phil. 1:21. Jesus revealed to 
Peter that he must shortly die (not 
live forever). 2 Peter 1:14. Peter was 
one of the chief apostles. God honored 
him with the power of performing the 
most stupendous miracles, yet He re- 
vealed to him of his near approaching 
death. Paul said of himself that he 
was not a whit behind the chiefest 
apostle, yet Paul died and suffered 
great bodily harm, even to losing his 
head at Nero’s block. 

Here is the fact concerning Jesus’ 
statement to Martha. “Jesus said unto 
her, I am the resurrection, and the 


life: he that believeth in me, though . 


he were dead, yet shall he live.” 
Though he had been dead a thousand 
years, he shall live. When? At the res- 
urrection. Why? Because he was a be- 
liever. What next? And whosoever 
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liveth and believeth shall never die. 
When? At the time of the resurrec- 
tion. They shall be changed in a mo- 
ment, in the twinkling of an eye. Jesus 
is here showing to Martha what He 
shall cause to take place at the res- 
urrection. 

‘Can we truthfully say at any time 
that we are immune to death? I say, 
No. Did not Paul say, “I die daily!” 
This has no reference to dying out 
to fleshly lusts, but simply means that 
he was daily subject to physical 
death. He stood in jeopardy every 
hour. Why would he do this if the 
dead rise not? 

Then are we like Paul, “dying 
daily,” that is, are we subject to suf- 
fering pains and trials in this life? 
Most assuredly we are. But what of 
the many today who are rising up, 
saying, “I am immune to any bodily 
harm”? They say, “God will protect 
me, Satan cannot affect me by sick- 
ness or bodily harm through his 
agents.” Brother, can you cite one in- 
stance showing that Paul was immune 
to the perils of this life? He said that 
he was in “stripes often.” What! Paul, 
did someone do you bodily harm by 
whipping you? Yes, I received thirty- 
nine stripes from the Jews at five 
different times. Was that all the bod- 
ily harm you received, Paul? No, three 
different times I was beaten with rods. 
Were these all the perils you had, 
Paul? No, I became wearied in body 
and had terrible pains and weakness 
and infirmities. See 1 Cor. 11:23-30. 


Epaphroditus Sick 

Paul had a partner in the gospel. 
He referred to him as his brother, his 
companion in labors, his fellow sol- 
dier, and the messenger of the church 
at Philippi. We can readily see that 
Paul recognied Epaphroditus as being 
a wonderful man of God, and when 
he returned to Philippi, Paul took 
special care in sending him. He re- 
quested that they receive him in the 
Lord. Paul thought this wonderful 
man of God worthy of carrying the 
inspired epistle to the Philippians. 
Was this wonderful man immune to 
sickness? No. Paul wrote to the Philip- 
pian brethren that he had been sick 
nigh unto death. His sickness lasted 
quite a while, for he was sick long 
enough for the Philippian church to 


ee. Defying Sickness and Death 


hear about it, then get word back to 
him. It must have taken several 
months for the news to travel both 
ways since they had no fast mail, 
telephone or telegraph. Yes, this good 
man had been real sick nigh unto 
death, but Paul never once intimated 
that he had backslidden, but kept 
praying for him until the Lord final- 
ly healed him. Then Paul was very 
careful with him, lest he should take 
a backset. 

This good man contracted sickness 
while in Rome ministering to Paul 
who was in prison. Satan is apt to at- 
tack any child of God at any time, if 
God permits, as in Job’s case. 


Job Could Not Hide His Suffering 

Poor old Job was a perfect and up- 
right man, but Satan touched him 
and caused him to break out with 
sore boils. Job certainly knew that the 
boils were on him, because the Word 
Says they were sore boils. They both- 
ered him so much that he took a 
broken piece of pot and scraped him- 
self. His friends saw that his grief 
was great. They sat down and did not 
speak to him for seven days and 
nights. The Hebrew word for grief in 
this instance is “kaab,” which means 
pain, therefore his friends saw that 
his pain was great. He was suffering 
real agonies under the hand of the 
enemy. Everyone could see that he 
was in pain. 

Brother, do you claim to be more 
favored in God’s sight than Job, Peter, 
Epaphroditus, or Paul? Paul said 
that he gloried in such trials. 

Why are we to be harassed with 
demons of sickness and other trials? 
Here it is, Paul said that he gloried 
in them because they worked for him 
a far more eternal weight of glory. 
This is why the saints of God are to 
be tried, God wants them to obtain 
the best. Suffering always brings a 
more mellow spirit and draws us 
closer to God. 

Paul had another companion who 
was a Gentile and who so loved the 
Lord that he was willing to suffer 
with Paul for the sake of the gospel. 
He made some long journeys with Paul 
but, alas, while at Miletus he took 
sick and was not able to continue with 
Paul on his journey. Was he back-

National Prohibition reports that 
Government figures show an increase 
in liquor consumption per capita from 
8.35 gallons in 1934 to 16.84 gallons 
per capita in 1942.

Moscow Theological Institute 

The Soviet Government is reported 
to have approved the setting up of a 
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Theological Institute in Moscow for 
the training of Orthodox clergymen.

Arrangements were effected 
prior to the recognization of the Or- 
thodox Church. Similar institutions 
are planned to be opened in Kiev and 
Stalingrad.

Some 90 to 100 com- 
munities are now reported to be pro- 
viding Biblical instruction in public 
schools for boys and girls.

Juvenile Arrests Increase 


Dr. Clinton Howard, writing in 
Watchman-Examiner, states that, “In 
the first nine months of this year, 1943, 
the arrest of girls under twenty-one 
years of age, for offenses against com- 
mon decency, increased 69.6 per cent 
over the same period last year; arrests 
of girls this same age, for crime 
against property in the form of rob- 
bery, burglary, larceny, and related 
crimes, increased 33.6 per cent. A sur- 
vey just completed, Dr. Howard said, 
of “arrests in eighteen leading cities, 
representing a population of ten mil- 
lion inhabitants,” reflects an increase 
of 42.7 per cent in arrests of boys un- 
der eighteen years of age, and 43 per 
cent of girls under eighteen years of 
age over the first six months of 1942.

: Chaplains in Industry 

Religious Service states that the 

Christian Commission for Camp and 


Defense Communities wants chaplains 
in factories. The Commission hopes for 
the approval of both labor and man- 
agement. It is expected that the move 
would be financed by the church 
management and labor. In some lo- 
calities this service has already bee 

adopted and has the endorsement o 

the local C.I.O. and A.F. of L. It is 
stated that there is a growing de- 
mand for this chaplaincy in the 
United States and Britain. The British 
have been appointing their own labor 
or factory chaplains to minister to 
the needs of war workers. Coventry is 
to the lead in the movement in Eng- 
land. It is a case of taking the church 
to the laborers. Several manufactur- 
ers have done this on a small scale for 
some years.

The heavy dark clouds of God’s judg- 
ments are gathering and soon will 
burst with mighty fury upon the 
heads of Christ-rejecting, God- 
defying and Holy Ghost despisers of 
this pleasure-mad world. 

We must not sleep as do others, but 
must watch and pray. Be _ sober- 
minded. Let every minister and mem- 
ber of the Church of God lay hold on 
the horns of the altar and pray until 
we become Spirit-filled. We must act, 
and do so quickly if we are to lead the 
lost to Christ. We can only do exploits 
in soul-saving as we depend on God’s 
Holy Spirit to work in our midst. “Not 
by might, nor by power, but by my 
Spirit, saith the Lord of hosts,” 
Zech. 4:6. It is the spirit of the 
Lord that will bring conviction to sin- 
ners, bring great revivals, and give 
faith to the people of a sinning world. 
We must not depend altogether on our 
own resources, but remember God’s 
Spirit and the power of Spirit-filled 
lives is the need of the hour. 


Surely we are in a time of great 
crisis, a time when modernism is 
taking the country by storm. It is a 
day of unrest, an age when the enemy 
is holding high carnival over the 
masses of humanity. Jesus said, “Ye 
shall receive power after that the Holy 
Ghost is come upon you: and ye shall 
be witnesses unto me.” The time has 
arrived when we must witness the fact 
of the great need among our ranks of 
being Spirit-filled. In Luke 1:15 we 
read of John the Baptist being Spirit- 
filled. “For he shall be great in the 
sight of the Lord, and shall drink 
neither wine nor strong drink; and he 
shall be filled with the Holy Ghost, 
even from his mother’s womb.” Say, 
preacher, if you want to be great in 
the sight of God, seek to be filled with 
His Spirit.

What was there about this 
unheard-of man of the wilderness of 
Judaea that caused the multitude of 
the regions around Jordan to confess 
their sins? He was Spirit-filled. The 
message of repentance was burning in 
his soul. John the Baptist lost his head 
for being Spirit-filled, but he gained 
a home in glory. 

We are facing problems we have 
never faced before. This old world is 
forgetting God. God’s ministers must 
be filled with the Holy Spirit regard- 
less of the price we pay; if not, the 
Church will lose its evangelistic 
power and our progress will be 
dangerously retarded. 

We love to think of Stephen, the 
first to give his life into the hands of 
wicked men to prove he was Spirit- 
filled. He was stoned to death. God’s 
Word says, “But he, being full of the 
Holy Ghost, looked up steadfastly into 
heaven, and saw the glory of God, and 
Jesus standing at the right hand of 
God.” The only thing that really mat- 
ters in this last day is to be full of the 
Holy Ghost and be sure our eyes are 
on Jesus. Whether living or dying we 
can be Spirit-filled and know God is 
near, and know we are His children. 


Our text says on that great day in 
the upper room they were all filled 
with the Holy Ghost, and the pre- 
ceding verse says, “And the whole 
house was filled wherein they were 
sitting.” If the whole house was filled 
wherein they were assembled, then the 
occupants of that wonderful room 
were submerged, covered up and over- 
whelmed. No doubt they opened their 
mouths to praise God and the glorious 
Holy Spirit ran down into their souls 
until great spontaneous outcries of 
joy escaped from their hearts inso- 
much that the internal fervent heat 
ignited their whole beings with Holy 
Ghost fire from heaven and they were 


Spirit-filled, Spirit-possessed and 
began to speak with other tongues as 
the Spirit gave them utterance, thus 
initiating this wonderful downpour of 
God’s Pentecostal power to all who 
will believe.

Brother, we know yet today the 
man who is full of the Holy Ghost and 
wisdom and I am sure this is the need 
of the hour. We are glad for our broad- 
minded men of the Church who are 
able to display such marvelous wisdom 
and I am sure we are all proud of our 
ministry, but the need of spiritual 
power to lubricate and make the 
Church move on and to see our people 
Spirit-possessed, is great indeed. 

It has become difficult in a lot of 
places to see seekers baptized with the 
Holy Ghost. Let us die out to the 
world, put our all on the altar for God, 
seek Him in earnest supplication until 
our altars are cleared of the present 
seekers of the Holy Ghost, then we 
will have room for more. We must be-

News From Orlando, Florida 

We would like to give the readers 
a brief review of our work and prog- 
ress in the Church of God in Orlando 
for the past thirteen months. First, 
the spirituality in our church has in- 
creased to the extent that it is appre- 
ciated by all the local church mem- 
bers. This has been one of the main 
factors in the all-round progress that 
the church has made. Our crowds on 
Sunday nights have doubled, and we 
have an average of 3,000 people 
monthly who attend our services. We 
have enjoyed two good revival meet- 
ings and there have been over 200 
who sought the Lord during this time, 
and close to fifty saved, with about 
thirty added to the church. A large 
number of these have the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost. Our Sunday School 
has averaged well over one hundred. 
While we don’t have a large Sunday 
School, it is a well-balanced one. 

Secondary in the line of progress is 
our radio work. In addition to the 
above, the church here for the last 
thirteen months has carried on an 
extensive radio program of over sev- 
enty hours broadcasting. This is not 
just a hit-and-miss program, but one 
of the oldest Church of God programs 
in the State; and out of the thirteen 


months, it has missed only one Sun- 
day. This program has received around 
800 letters, and mail is continually 
coming in at all times. The radio sta- 


tion has a coverage of 290,000 popula-@® 


tion, and it is estimated that we have 
a listening audience of 60,000. 
funds are solicited over the air, as it 
carried on entirely by faith, which, we 
think, is much better. Every program 
has been paid for, and a considerable 
amount is in the treasury for future 
work. We have had Brother Jernigan, 
our state superintendent, to tell us 
that we have the best time that could 
be had, from 1:00 to 1:45 p. m. This 
program comes direct from the 
church by remote control, and is as- 
sisted mainly by the ladies’ trio, which 
has been with us ever since the be- 
ginning of our broadcast. We feel that 
this ladies’ trio is among the best 
radio talent we have ever heard, and 
is composed of Mrs. H. L. Sorrow, Mrs. 
Tiny Alderman, and Mrs. Margaret 
Wade. 

Radio Station WLOF is located in 
Orlando, maintaining studios in the 
Angebilt Hotel, one of the nicest ho- 
tels in our city, and has an excellent 
management. Many favors have been 
granted the Church of God by this 
station, and we wish to state our grat- 
itude and appreciation for their kind 
consideration. 

Orlando is one of Florida’s most 
beautiful cities, and is one of the fast- 
est growing cities in the State. Greater 
Orlando has a population of 70,000, in 
addition to several thousand service 
men. In this beautiful city, just six 
and one-half blocks from the main 
part of town, the Church of God is 
located. Our church has been com- 
pletely remodeled, with an addition of 
1514’x22’. This composes our choir and 
rostrum. The whole inside of the 
church has been redecorated, floors 
varnished, seats stained, and new 
rubber runners put down. The whole 
rostrum has been covered with a nice 
rug, and many other new things have 
been added. We believe we have one 
among the nicest little Church of God 
auditoriums in the State of Florida. 
Orlando has a nice six-room parson- 
age, well-furnished, and has just re- 
cently been painted inside, and sev- 
eral new features added. The remodel- 
ing and addition to our church build- 
ing has cost well over one thousand 
dollars. This entire amount has been 
raised in the last six weeks. 


Besides this remodeling, there was 
around $7,000 that went through the 
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local church treasury in the last 
thirteen months. We have so many 
things to thank God for, that we 
hardly know where to begin. This is 
ust a little review of some of the 
things which God has done for us.—

Slidden? No, it was only a trial, and 
the trial became more severe when 
Paul, for the Gospel’s sake, had to bid 
farewell to him and leave him in a 
weakened and sickened condition, 
back at Miletus. 

This shows that the true saints of 
God in the early days of this gospel 
dispensation were subject to pain and 
sickness. I am sure that humanity is 
the same, the devil is the same, also 
God is the same as in former days. 
Then if you should become afflicted in 
sickness, do not think that you have 
backslidden, but examine your life, 
then know that your sickness is for 
the glory of God to either show His 
power in healing or else to draw you 
to some deeper experience in Him. 


A Modern Day Experience 

Five or six months after I had re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost baptism into 
my life, I began to have some severe 
trials. At first I felt that I would never 
have any more serious trials, and even 
made the expression publicly. I 
thought I had faith for most any- 
thing. I also was earnestly praying, 
endeavoring to go deeper into God. I 
little knew how God would bring it 
about. Almost suddenly I took a pain 
in my back. I called for about three 
ministers to come and pray for me. I 
felt sure God would heal me but He 
did not. (Remember that I was fresh 
and new in the way and was not 
retrograding but rather reaching to 
higher heights.) I grew worse, the 
rheumatism went to my shoulders and 
arms that same night, also by day- 
light next morning I could hardly 
walk. My wife took me over to Brother 
McLain’s in a buggy. I was still grow- 
ing worse. By this time I could not 
get into the house without help. I was 
almost crying with pain. I lay in bed 
for two weeks suffering untold 
agonies. Did Satan for one moment 
make me believe that I had back- 
slidden? No, sir, he did not, but the 
experience I received has been one of 
untold value to me. It made me know 
something more of the working of un- 
clean spirits that often prey upon our 
bodies; also it made me know some- 
thing more of the power of God to 
cast them out. My suffering not only
